But 
with the aid of provincial govern- 
ments they worked themselves 
back to. solvency The _ private 
companies protested against the 
tax exemptien of the co-operatives 
The government however held 
from 1930 to 1940 that the co- 
Ops were not liable for income tax 
But when the government was in 
desparate need of money. It took a 
more careful look at the co-ops 
The law officers of the Crown then 
came to the conclusion that the 
co-operative elevators should pay 
both income and excess profits 
taxes 

The change in the government's 
ittitude, as a result of reference to 
the Department of Justice, was com- 
municated to the co-operatives in 
1941 The co-operatives brought 
pressure to bear on the govern 
ment but while it held to its posi 
tion there was considerable delay 
In any event in 1944 the decision 
vas made to assess the co-operat 
ives for corporation and exces 
profits taxes on their 1941 income 
Then the royal commission vas 
appointed and the whole matter 
held in abeyance 

Under the new policy a compro 
mise has apparently been decided 
yn back taxes The private 
interests wanted the pools taxed 
| back to 1931 and so requested the 
royal commission to recommend 
The government has refused. Its 
test now is good faith 

Those co-operatives unde the 
ruling from the government that 
they were exempt from income 
ind corporation taxes would be 


free of claims for arrears But 
those which had been notified that
